capital  and  labor    weighed    down,  and. 
warming  wiih  the  picture,  he  might  al.->o 
have  said  that  for  eigut  years  the  rept.b- 
lican  party  had  bceu  in  absolute  posses- 
siou  of  th«j  Governmi  nt ;    that  a  rupub- 
licaa  secietary  of  the  treasiury    lias  now 
control  of  ihe  money  aiarLet  of  the  coun-

CoKN  FonPEK.— The  falling  off  in  milk, 
and  the  neglect  to  provide  f'jod  for  soiling, 
iudnces  many  to  turn  stock  int^  tho  mead- 
ows early,  and  beloro  they  have  !>■  come 
thickly  coated  with  aftermath.  It  is  very 
bad  economy,  verj-  injuiious  to  meadows, 
while  the  seemingly  "fair  feed"  is  swept 
away  iu  a  few  days,  and  a  scanty  yield  ol 
milk  is  the  result  for  the  balance' of  the 
ficftsou.  There  is  no  crop,  thereforo,  that 
pays  the  dairyman  betleV,  one  year  with 
another,  than  the  few  acn  .->  devote.l  to 
corn  fo  tder.  Corn  fodder  .shonhi  be  feil  in 
the  stalls,  as  there  is  no  wa.-te,  besides  the 
stock  thus  fed  are  more  quiet  and  less  dis- 
posed to  hang  about,  wailing  for  their  feed, 
as  they  do  when  the  fodder  is  given  them  in 
the  opcu  field.  Each  cow  iu  the  stall  gets 
its  proper  share  of  fool,  and  there  is  uo 
hooking  or  .soiling  of  the  foddi  r  by  niat-ter 
cows.  ,Tbe  herd  should  be  fed  regularly  at 
stated  b.onrs,  and  they  soon  become  accus- 
tomed to  tbe  time,  coming  of  their  own  ac- 
cord to  tbe  stidjles,  and  tluriiig  other  i)or- 
tions  of  the  d.iy  they  will  feed  more  iu  the 
pastures. 

Corn  fodder  for  soiling  should  be  wilted 
before  f  eding.  It  is  a  good  plan  to  cut  in 
tbe  morning  aud  let  it  lay  in  tbe  .sun  till 
afterno<in,  and  then  feed.  In  this  way  some 
of  tbe  external  moisture  will  bo  got  rid  ot, 
and  tho  f-od  will  be  piefcirtd  by  animals 
and  produce  better  results.  I'oru  fodder  is 
very  succulent,  and  does  not  iieoil  to  be 
fnrther  diluted  by  feeding  when  the  dew  or 
water  is  adhering  to  it.  Better  i educe  the 
water  iu  it  by  wetting  and  partially  drying.

.A  few  words  in  regard  to  a  favorite  methotl 
ailoptedby  pickpockets,  known  as  ••kuucks" 
to  «nccessfully     ply   their    vocation,    may 
serve  to  place  the    public    on  thtir  guard 
a;.;ainst  the  encroachments  of  these  li»s'ht- 
tiugered  gentry.     I'ickpockets  as  a  general 
thing  are  tolei^bly  well  drcs*ed,  and  so  far 
as    outw.Hrd    appearances    are  coucerneil, 
might  readily  pa^s  for  gentlemeu.      Those 
ot  the  fraternity  who   have   mtide  the  pro- 
ft  v»iou  a  sort  of  science,  dress  with  scruon- 
ions    neatness,    are    at  times   excet-dingly 
polite,  pkasunt  iu  speech,  and  at!Vet  .-uch 
uuostfutatiousuiss  that  they  srldoiu  tail  to  ' 
make  a  favorable  impie.s.siou  upon  society. 
There  are  otbeis  who   do  not  come  up  to  . 
this  standai-d:  they  are  .simply  confedeMtes  : 
or  "•palls,"  their  buisiness  being  to  huu^  the  ! 
plunder  "Hiked'  by  their  superiors.     The  \ 
favorite   resort    of  the   fraternity  ot   jiiek- 
pockets  for  the  purpo.se  of  pursuing   their 
profes.-*ion  was  fi>r  several  years  the  street 
cars,  generally  those  which  st.irted  Irom 
railroad  depots  immediately  after  the  arri-  I 
val  of  trains,  or  at  the  places  of  auinspment  I 
nt   the    time  of   closing.       These   thieves  \ 
would  svleci  crowded  cars,  and  so  well  ar-  i 
ranged  were  their  plans   that   they  never 
came  in  contact  with  each  other.     At  the  j 
present  time  they  deviate  a  little  from  the 
old    practice.      They    do    not  always  se- 
lect   crowded    cai-s.'      They    get    on    the 
rear      plattorm^      of      cars      very      full, 
and       in.sist       upon        standing       there 
always   being  ready   with  some    plan°'.hie 
exsuse,  such  as  "going  to  get  ofi  directly," 
"only  going  a  couple  of  squares,'  or  "its 
too  hot  there."      At  such  a  time  their  j)lan 
rpf  operation  is  as  follows;    The  car  stops 
for  one  or  more  passengers, who  have  some 
difficulty  in  effecting  an  entranc<^.      The 
crowd  opens  the  way,  and  a.s  the  passenger 
j>ass«-s  onward  his  hat  is   pushed  from  be- 
hind  so  as  to  nearly  cover  his  foreheail. 
This    is   so  adroitly   accomplished   by  the 
thief  as  to  throw  the  pR.s.«ienger   aforesaid 
ot}'  his  guard.     He  pats  his  hand  up  to  re- 
adjust bis  tile,  and  at  the  same  inatant  the 
•cientitic  "kuuck"      relieves    him    of  his 


clearu'  .ssty  that  gentleman,  who  is  a  regu 
liirly  graduated  physician.  It  i.s  clearly  of 
great  advantage  to  science  that  this  rare 
malformation  occurs  in  one  who  is  so  well 
qaaliti  'd  to  observe  the  obscure  vital  pro- 
cesses which  it  aQ'ords  an  opportunity  of 
enjoying.

A  cor  spondent  of  the  Cincinnati  Times 
relates  ,e  following  incident  which  is 
vouchrd  or  a;  having  recently  occurred  iu 
New  York:

The  de- 
tectlTt  s,  ol  course,  could  obtain  no  clue 
until  a  reward  was  oftered  for  the  return  of 
the  pi  iperty,  which  consisted  of  gifts  and 
valueit  heirlooms  in  the  family.  A  polite 
note  'vvas  thereupon  received  Ironi  the  gen- 
tlemei  burglars  expressing  their  regret^  at 
the  in  oMvenicncc  ot  the  owners,  and  offer- 
ing at  once  to  restore  the  goods,  but  in  re- 
gard for  their  own  necessities,  they  would 
be  conipelled  to  acicpt  the  reward  oflfereil 
as  a  Ci  mpliinent  to  their  honesty  and  pro- 
fessioi  al  skill. 

The  owner  consulted  the  detective  upon 
the  propriety  ot  causing  the  arrest  ot  the 
thieve;(,bnt  was  peremptorily  informed  that 
such  li  course  wa«  not  "honor  among 
thieves  '  and  would  enil  only  in  increased 
disastt  r  to  all  concerned,  and  eiiuivocally 
advi.se  I  bim  to  take  what  he  could  get  anil 
a.sk  n<  questions.  He  accordingly,  by  pp- 
pointmeut.  entered  the  smoking-car  of  an 
afternoon  train,  and  found  two  nobby 
gents,  with  fancy  kids,  w  bite  hats,  diamond 
pins,  ii  nd  rings,  in  charge  of  a  basket  con- 
taiuinj:  his  lost  valuables,  and  there,  in  the 
presence  of  the  passengers,  who  knew 
what  V  as  going  on,  the  goods  were  examin  ■ 
ed,  th<  negotiation  happily  concluded,  and 
the  mDney  paid.  The  nonchalant  Jack 
Sheppard  offered  their  new  friend  a  fifty 
cent  Havana,  talked  merrily  and  friendly, 
and  at  the  next  station  bid  him  good- bye  in 
the  mi  St  polite  m.'inner  possible.  Has  fic- 
tion r<  corded  anything  moro  singularly 
cool  aid  refreshing  than  this?  Paul  Clif- 
ford wiis  a  bungler,  compared  to  a  New  Y'ork 
cracksiaan,  and  Vidocq's  oflico  would  be  al- 
togeth*  r  a  sinecure  among  the  metropolitan 
police.

The  New  York  Nation,  in  commenting 
npo  n  the  story  of  Mrs.  Stowe  in  regard  to 
the  separation  of  Lord  and  I^ady  B%  ron, 
Kays: 

We  were  told  the  main  facta  of  this  his- 
tory something  more  than  ton  years  ago, 
and  this  was  how  it  was  told  to  us:  At 
whatever  time  the  incestuous  counef-tion 
between  Byron  and  his  sister  may  have  be- 
gun. Lady  Byron  knew  nothing  <>i  it.  as  we 
b^ard  the  story,  until  alter  the  birth  of  her 
«*hiI«L  Some  time  after  that  event,  prol>a- 
bly  about  the  l»eginnins;  of  .Tanuary,  IHjO. 
ilyron  told  her  of  th*#iitri'.'.uc.  sriying  that 
b.-  had  ii'-vt-r  loved  any  other  woniaii  than 
thM  partner  of  bin  guilt.  She. 
naturally,  Hupposeil  it  to  be  a  dilu'iiou  of 
insanity;  and  it  wius  uuib-r  this  impression 
that  «h»  consulted  Dr.  Jtuiliie  Hl>ont  bim, 
whi<-h  la  one  of  his  main  <li.irecs  .igainnt 
her  iu  his  letters  and  in  'Don  Juun.'  It  was 
while  uiidt;r  this  beli<;t  that  she  wrote  the 
playful  letter  to  iiyroii,  alter  it  aving  him. 
Which  i>:  also  one  ot  the  counts  in  the  in- 
dictment against  her.  Alter  reaching  Kiik- 
by  Mallory,  her  father's  house,  she  lia.l  eer- 
taiu  proofs  of  the  truth  of  what  hor  hus- 
baiid  bad  told  her,  from  which  time  she 
left  him  for  ever.

It  aceonnts  for 
her  silence  as  to  to  the  cause  of  the  hepara- 
tion.  Her  lipa  were  sealeil  as  long  as  .Mrs. 
Leigh  lived.  It  accounts  for  her  ermsulU- 
tioti  with  Dr.  Baillie,  andfor her letttr after 
leaviug  Byron,  and  before  knowing  that  a 
a  separation  was  inevitable.  It  accounts, 
too,  for  Dr.  Lushingtou's  statements  con- 
firming her  own,  saying  that  'a  reconcilia- 
tion was  impossible,'  and  that  'if  Hucb  an 
idea  should  be  entertained  he  could  not, 
profttsbionally  or  ^otherwise,  take  any  part 
towards  effecting  it."

A  corresiioudcnt  says;  There  has  been 
much  well-grounded  complaint  on  the  sub- 
ject of  the  buying  up  of  the  greater  portion 
the  most  desirable  government  lands  in  the 
great  valleys  ol  our  State  by  speculators, 
who  hold  them  at  largely  advanced  figures, 
and  thereby  retard  the  settlement  of  the 
country  very  materially.  The  evil  is  un- 
questionably, but  it  will  in  some  mcnsuie 
work  its  own  cure.  The  counties  in  which 
these  lands  are  located,  wi  1,  as  a  rule,  adopt 
the  system  of  taxing  them  to  a  full  extent 
allowed  by  law,  rating  their  value  at  the 
the  asking  price.  This  will  make  it  too  ex- 
pensive for  the  speculators  to  hold  such 
large  bodies  of  land  for  any  1  ngtb  of  time, 
and  sales  will  be  forced  as  fast  as  possible. 
The  want  of  the  interior  connties  of  the 
State  i>i  a  population  which  would  enable 
them  to  raise  sufficient  taxes  to  meet  the 
interest  on  their  own  debts  and  carry  on 
the  machinery  of  government.  A  heavy 
tax,  levied  ou  unimproved  lands  held  for 
speculative  purposes  by  non-residents,  will 
serve  a  double  purpose— realizing  an  imme- 
diate income,  and  compelling  sales  which 
will  ensure  future  prosperity.  This  point 
is  well  understood,  and  I  think  that  it  will 
have  duo  weight  with  the  interior  county 
officers. 

But  the  immigrant  need  not  wait  for  a 
change  iu  this  respect.  There  are  millions 
uiK}n  millions  of  acres  of  unoccupied  lands 
in  California  which  can  be  had  for  prices 
so  low  as  to  leave  nothing  to  complain  of. 
From  the  Oregon  lino  to  San  Diego,  there 
stretches  a  wide  belt  of  country  along  the 
western  slope  of  the  Sierra  Nevada,  whicli 
is  peculiaily  adaptecl  to  the  growth  of  all 
the  fruits  of  the  temperate  zones,  and  the 
semi-tropical.  The  vine  thrives  here  bet- 
ter than  anywhere  else  in  the  world,  and 
most  kinds  of  grain  can  be  grown  to  ad- 
vantage for  home  consumption  and  in  many 
localities  with  profit  for  exportation.  Froiii 
SI. 50  to  S'i.OO  per  acre  will  buy  vast 
tracts  and  small  improved  farms 
which  will  yield  a  good  support  for 
a  large  family,  can  be  had  for  $1,000  to 
S3,000  each."  The  old  "Forty  Niners," 
when  they  took  up  a  rancho,  did  it  with 
the  expectation  of  making  a  fortune  ont  of 
it  in  a  couple  of  years  at  most,  and,  if  they 
did  not  fiucceed,  cursed  the  business  out 
and  out  at  once.  They  still  cling  to  the 
ideas  of  "40,"  and  are  seldom,  if  ever,  con- 
tent with  what  your  Eastern  farmers  would 
call  a  "good  year's  work."  This  is  why 
such  farms  are  cheap  and  nearly  all  ior 
pale.  If  a  family  will  be  content  to  make 
a  good  living  and  have  something  over  at 
tho  end  of  each  year,  they  can  easily  do  it 
on  such  a  farm,  and  wealth  will  surely 
come  in  time;  but  our  old  population  will 
not  wait,  and  unless  a  place  will  bring 
them  great  and  stulden  wealth,  they  do  not 
consider  it  worth  owning  at  any  price.  A 
new  class  of  farmers,  and  new  and  loss  ex- 
travagant ideas,  must  come  in  place  of  all 
this,  before  the  country  can  bo  truly  pros- 
perous.

lai<l  under  contribution  for  its  assistance. 
At  the  present  time  there  is  a  force  of 
(i^ht  ordained  missionaries  stationed  at 
ditTerent  partti  of  the  conntrj',  and  asso- 
ciated with  them  Are  three  female  mission- 
aries. In  and  for  the  schools  which  have

yonnt;  men  in  general  and  thefilogical  edii- 
eation  and  pastorial  dntieti,  so  tl.at  now 
there  are  eight  native  probatinwecs,  or 
preaching  ahtiistuuts.  One  ha.s  eVM^^'^jrfi 
enlli-d,  ordained,  and  settli  d  over  a  con- 
gregation which  has  been  completely  <tr|>«n- 
ized  with  its  staff  of  elders  and  deacoiifl. 
Another  agency,  ami  one  which  is  likely  to 
be  abriiiilaritly  instrumental,  in  the  priui- 
ing  establishnn  nt  which  has  la  en  set  np 
iu  Cairo.  In  Arabic  there  is  or  was  only  a 
few  years  ago  absolutely  no  Chriatian  liter- 
ature. PreviouKly  to  this  centtiry  tli*  ri; 
was  no  demand  for  it;  wince  leading  waHan 
accomplishment  little  cultivated  by  th*" 
Chri-^tiana  Now,  howeve-,  that  an  edrf- 
eatcd  youth  are  growing  up,  it  i.s  uece.><.s.iry 
that  books  both  of  an  educatir>nal  and  re- 
ligioias  ciiaractcr  b«j  provided  for  tht  it  pi^- 
ruBal;  and  accordingly  the  Mission  I'lesby- 
tery  has  delegated  one  of  Itn  number  tw 
give  his  whole  strength  to  the  work  of  prn 
paring  and  editing  materials  for  and  gen- 
eralK-  soprrintending  the  work  of  book 
printing. 

"As  lias  been  s-iid,  the  schools  have  all 
along  formed  one  ol  the  mo.sl  prominent 
depjirtments  of  the  iiiisKJon  work  in  Kgypt. 
At  each  of  the  stations  a  school  for  boy\ 
and  one  or  more  as  in  (.'airo  fot  jjiils, 
were  opened  at  the  oatstt,  and  while  a  good, 
thorough  tdncation  in  their  own  lan«;uage 
wfw  inifrtvrted,  and  wh<  re  di  sireil  cl!i.<.si:-! 
formed  for  Italian,  French,  or  Ku^linb,  th.- 
leHidunt  missionary  has  always  devotfd  u 
certtin  time  every  day  to  religious  iostiuc 
tion,  while  exercising  a  general  «up♦^rill• 
tendance  over  the  whole  work  ol  the  (;ehiw»> 
In  this  way,  within  the  last  trnpan?,  fl.fTn 
sandH  of  boyH  and  girls  have  come  into 
possession  of  a  fair  ami  in  nnuiy  casi; 
very  snperior  education.

Without  being  able  t«i  deter- 
mine by  what  fraction  of  a  Fahrenhtit's 
degree  the  lunar  wurinth  increases  the  tem- 
perature of  the  terrestrial  atinosiihere,  he 
has  found,  as  an  appro.xiination,  that  the 
radiation  from  the  moon  iu  about  the  niue- 
ty-tlioiisanilth  part  of  that  from  lh<f  snn. 
He  conceives  that  the  variation  of  heat 
from  one  satellito  follows  the  same 
law  aa  that  of  its  light,  viz.,  that 
we        liavo        most  warmth  from 

the  lull  moon,  and  least  from  the  nearly 
new.  P.y  comparison  wiili  the  tcrrehlrial 
source  of  heat,  Lord  llosse  ebtimaU^s  the 
actual  temperature  of  the  moon's  surface  at 
lunar  mid-day  to  be  itbout  liv&  hundred  de- 
grees I'ahrenheit.  This  scorching  results 
from  the  jilow  rotation  of  tho  moon,  which 
makes  its  day  eipuil  to  our  month,  and  from 
tho  absence  of  any  atmosphere  to  screen 
the  lunar  world.  Years  ngo  Kir  John  Iler- 
sehel,  who  has  more  than  ouco  proved  him- 
self a  prophet  by  his  sagacious  inlereuceK, 
remark*  d  that  "the  surfnee  of  the  full 
moon  ejipoHtd-to  us  must  necessarily  be 
very  tnueh  Ic-ated,  possibly  to  a  degree 
much' exceeding  that  of  boiling  water." 
Fontenelle  and  his  followers  to  the  contra- 
ry notwithstanding,  the  moon  can  be  ho 
place  for  living  beings,  unless  they  arc  sal- 
amandcrs,

this  enterprise  in  hand,  and  there  can  be 
uo  doubt  that  it  will  be  pubhed  forward 
with  all  poKsilile  dispatch. 

The  building  ui)  and  maintenance  of  iu- 
Htitulious  of  this  kind  in  Loniiiville  sbtmld 
receive  all  eucouragement  at  the  hands  of 
thost^  who  are  able  to  contribute  to  such 
enterprises.  Well  managed,  they  go  far 
towiwd  doing  away  with  the  necessity  of 
jail  aud  penitentiary  improvements,  and 
are  entirely  iudi.spensiible  lu  a  growing  me- 
tropolis like  ours.

It  was  in  the  afternoon 
of  the  fourth  day,  and  I  was  hurrying 
from  other  calls  b.ick  into  this  wondrous 
patient's  room,  when  I  was  arrested  by 
such  strains  of  entrancing  melody,  that, 
with  my  Land  upon  tlie  door  knob,  iu  tho 
act  of  hurrying  out,  I  paused  to  liaiec. 

"Oh,  it  is  tho  glorious  SonUg,"  was  my 
first  thought. 

A  friend,  passing  at  the  same  moment, 
(for  I  lodged  in  the  same  hotel  with  both 
prima  donnas)  drawn  from  his  sofa,  like 
myself,  into  the  corridor,  by  the  concord 
of  these  wondrous  sweot^sounds,  noddeti 
back  appreciation,  recognition. 
"Of  course  it  is  Sontag,"  I  said. 
"No;  that  is  the  strangest  part  of  it 
Signora  Sontag  is  listening  with  the  rest 
utterly  entranced,  within  the  corridor." 

"What  I"  I  -amazedly  answered,  and, 
vrith  the  word,  sprang  into  the  passage.

We  gi»«  the  Frenchman's  story  for  what  It 
is  worth,  and  with  the  explanation  that  it 
normA  like  a'flotloto:  -  ,    . 

Moonio  stated  that  on  the  7th  of  last 
April  ho  shipped  as  a  deck  hand  or  roust- 
about on  tho  steamer  Flirt  b<Mind   for  the 
Ilocky  Mountains.      About  90  miles  below 
Fort  Buford  tho  boat  landed,  and   he  was 
s<nt  ashore  to  make  the  line  fast  to  a  tree. 
Ho  did  the  work  bnnglinglv,  and  tho  mate 
flew  iuto  a  paasiun.   knocked  hira   down, 
kicked  and  beat  him,  and  shot  him  in  tho 
mouth,  knocking  out  three  of  bis  teeth, 
lio  was  then  put  on  shore  on  a  sand  bar, 
without  food,  in  a   strange    country,    and 
with  a  prospect  of  starvation   staring   him 
In  tho  taco.    He  was  suffering  terribly  from 
his  wounds,  and  never  thought  ho  would 
live  to  reach  a  civilized  country.     Ho  re- 
mainoil  on  tho  sand  bar  twenty-eight  hours, 
when  a  log  came  driniug  along,   and  he 
seized  it  and  floated  down    tho    river    foi 
seveml  hours.     As  he  was  about  reaching 
dry  laud  a  party  of   Indians    came    olong, 
and,  s«izing  the  white  man  as   their  cap- 
tive', they  took  him  sevnral  miWs  from  the 
rivor  to  their  camp.     There  they  stripped 
him  of  all  his  clothing,  and  with  strips  of 
bark  tied  his  hands  together,  and  suspend- 
ed him,  with  his  toes    just    touching    tho 
gr.mnil,  within  a  few  feet  of  a    hot   fire. 
Their  intention  was  to  roast  him.     During 
the  night,  a  half-breed  sipiaw,   taking  pity 
on  him,  cnt  his  thongs,  but  he  was  unable 
to  leave  his  captors    on    account    of   his 
wounds.     The  s<inaw    gave    him  a    small 
buckskin  apron,    whioh    be    put    on    and 
calmly  waited  the  pleasure  of  the  savages. 
The  next  morning  the  Indians  drove  him 
from  their  camp,   and  he  dragged   himself 
along,  and  after  a  most  painful  walk  reach- 
ed the  Missouri  River. 

Here  he  sat  down  on  the  river  bank,  and 
prayed  for  death  to  relieve  him  of  his  suff- 
erings. For  two  days  h3  remained  on  the 
rivar  bank.  a%d  the  steamer  Taoony  from 
St  tLouishovc  in  sighj. ,  Ho  hailed  her  and 
Jearn\Hl  that  TM  Rufort  was  ninety  m?les 
above.  He  was  loft  at  this  fort  and  fur- 
nished with  clothing  by  fee  officer  iu  com- 
mand. He  remained  in  fbo  hospital  at  the 
fort  seven  days  and  was  then  put  on  the 
steamer  La  Barge  and  sent  to  fSioux  City. 
Tho  Mayor  of  Sioux  City  furnished  him 
with  clothing,  and  sent  iaim  to  Omaha  on 
tho  steamer  St  John.  He  was  sent  from 
Omaha  to  St  Louis,  and  arrived  two  or 
three  days  ngo.

A  correspondent  of  thei  Boston  Jonrnal 
gives  the  following  graphic  bketch  ol  the 
Chinese  temples  int'antou: 

It  wouhl  take  me  a  long  time  to  visit  all 
tho  idol  temples,  or  'joss  houses,"  as  they 
are  called.  The  worl  "joss,"  is  not  a  Ohi- 
ncse  word,  but  a  cirrrnption  of  the  Latin 
wordDcus,  first  used  by  the  I^ortiigese,  the 
Chinc.-te  would  not  i.tiderstand  ufe  Were  wo 
to  nso  the  term.  A  lool:  into  one  of  these 
temples  will  be  suflicieut  for  onr  curiosity. 
Evtrj'  city  in  China  has  ono  or  two  wnieh 
is  called  the  city  toraplo,  dedicated  to  the 
pod  of  the  city,  and  these  are  more  resorted 
to  ,    nu  iLoije  of  any  other  god. 

Goi.:^  up  to  the  heart  ©f  th3  town,  we 
find  the  f  »niple  in  one  of  the  principal 
Klreots.  There  is  snob  a  crowd  iu  front  of 
it  that  we  can  hardly  gqt  along  not  wor- 
shipers—but  here  at  the  entrance  are 
garnblers,  foituue-telleis,  (luack-doctors, 
and  hnckBters  of  all  sorts.  Near  by  a  m:\n 
is  keeping  np  a  tremendous  racket  ou  a  big 
drum  and  calling  upon  tho  crowds  to  come 
and  SCO  a  tiger  nnd  other  curiosities  that  he 
has  on  exhibition.  On  l>oth  sides  of  the 
wide  pasnage  are  rooms  containing  plaster 
images,  which  tell  the  story  of  the  future 
life,  as  the  budhists  nuders'tand  it  -the  tor- 
ments of  the  wicked.  One  man  is  being 
ground  up  in  a  grist  mill.  The  devils  are 
turning  the  stone.  These  people  believe  iu 
the  tiansmission  of  souls,  that  the  wicked 
will  live  in  the  future  in  the  shape  ef  oxeii, 
asses,  monkeyp,  snakes  and  all  sorts  of  ani- 
mals, and  here  is  the  reproeentfttion  of  the 
change: 

A  boy  is  changing  to  a  dog,  one  man  has 
just  begun  to  take  ou  the  head  of  an  ox; 
another  has  become  an  ass— nothing  very 
strange  iu  that  you  will  say. 

We  see  no  women  or  girls  taking  the  form 
of  dafikeys  or  other  shapes,  for  they  believe 
that  women  have  no  sonls  There  isenough 
about  this  templo  to  keep  us  staring  by  the 
hour— great  gilt  idols,  fifteen  feet  high; 
long  crimson  streamers  hanging  from  the 
roof;  hundreds  of  small  gilt  images;  the 
goddess  of  flowers  with  her  thirty  inusos; 
room  after  room  hung  with  banners  and  de- 
vices; rooms  whore  the  story-tellers  are  sit- 
ting with  listening  crowdc  around  them. 

There  is  a  woman  worshiping  beforo  an 
idol,  throwing  upon  the  groand  two  pieces 
of  wood,  which  are  flat  on  one  side  and 
round  on  the  other—  they  are  luck-blocks ;  if 
one  flat  surface  is  the  result  of  a  throw,  the 
day  will  be  lucky.  She  rises,  touches 
off  a  bundle  of  firecrackers,  and  her  wor- 
ship is  done.  So  many  firecrackers  are  let 
off  throughout  the  city  as  acts  of  worship 
that  it  is  like  a  1th  of  July  all  the  time. 

^Y^re  there  Um^  we  might  bfiyo  a  Ipng 
talk  abont  the  temple  of  the  five  genii,  also 
'the  five  storied  pago<la,  tho  temple  of  five 
huntbed  gods;  also,  we  might  talk  of  the 
flower  gardens  where  the  shrubs  aro  trained 
in  the  form  of  goats,  horses,  dnfgons  and  a 
great  many  other  shapes.  We  might  ram- 
ble through  these  narrow  streets  for  a  week, 
and  we  should  all  the  time  come  upon 
something  new  and  strange,  whioh  would 
call  forth  our  wonder,  and,  perhaps,  make 
us  laugh  outright 

TflK  Oldest  Church  Edificb  ik  N«w- 
Enoland. — The  First  Church  in  Hingham, 
Mass.,  vras  organized  in  1635,  under  Rev. 
Peter  Hobart,  from  Hingham,  England, 
who  had  been  silenced  by  the  persecuting 
authorities  of  that  day.  In  1645  a  long 
difflcalty  arose  between  the  people  and  the 
general  court,  the  people  insisting  on  their 
right  to  choose  the  captain  of  their  train 
band.  Mr.  Hobart  sided  with  his  parish- 
ioners, and  had  to  pay  a  heavy  fine.  But 
the  spirit  of  independence  never  died  out. 
Mr.  Hobart  lived  till  1G78.  His  successor. 
Rev.  John  Norton,  diod  in  1716.  The  third 
pastor.  Rev.  Ebenezer  Gay,  died  in  1787, 
aged  ninety.  Tho  first  Henry  Ware  was 
minister  ten  years,  and  his  successor,  Mr. 
Richardson,  still  lives,  though  supeeannu- 
oted.  Mr.  Lincoln,  tho  acting  pastor,  com- 
pletes tho  list 

The  meetiug-honse.  built  in  }CA\,  has 
been  in  use  over  since,  and  has  lately  been 
thorouglUy  repaired,  with  now  floors,  win- 
dows and  pews.  It  is  supposed  to  be  the 
oldosthouKO  of  worship  in  the  country,  and 
will  stand  another  hundred  years  if  permit- 
ted. It  is  called  "The  Old  Ship."  from  its 
pecnUar  shape,  tho  roof  rising  ou  all  sides 
to  the  centre,  from  which  a  high  steeple 
shootM  up  into  the  air  like  a  landmark.

manner.     It  seems  that  a  young   man  by

se.     Before  he  left   the  young  lady  pro- 
posed that  he  should   take  a  piece  of  pie, 
and  proceeded  to  a  shelf  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  it     In  doing  so,  she  accidentally 
pulled  a  knife  off  the  shelf,  which  dropped 
upon  the  kerosene  lamp  held  in  her  hand, 
breaking  it  and  spilling  its  contents  over 
her  clothes,  which  immediately   took   fire. 
The  young  man  made  baste  to   her  assist- 
ance, bnt  in  the  excitement  of  the  moment, 
and  tho  strength  imparted  to  her  by   tho 
pains  she  endured,  she  bore  him  out  of  the 
room  iuto  the  yard,  and  there  remained 
until  her  clothes  were  literally  burned  and 
torn  from   her   body.

A  Jttriking  example  of  circumstantial  evi- 
dence is  given  by  the  Paris  corresjiondeut 
of  the  American  Literary  Gazette. 

"In  Manb,  1794,  Condorcet,  under  sen- 
ence  aud  outlawed,  ventured  into  an  inn, 
in  tho  suburbs  of  Paris,  to  breakfast  He 
bad  been  wandering  for  some  days  in  the 
neighborhood,  hiding  during  tho  day  in 
abandoned  quahies,  even  then  numerous 
iu  that  quarter.  Tired  of  such  life,  cold, 
hungry  and  weary,  he  determined  to  run 
the  risk  of  entering  the  first  inn  he  met. 
He  bad  quitted  Paris  without  a  passport 
but  ho  had  put  on  a  round  jacket  of  coarse 
gray  cloth,  and  wore  a  cap  such  as  team- 
sters wear  and  he  hoped  no  one  would  re- 
cognize him  in  this  disguise.  When  he 
entered  the  inn  he  ordered  an  omelet 
The  master  asked  how  many  eggs  be  would 
put  iu  it  Coudorcet,,  who  was  ignorant  of 
domestic  afi'airs,  ordered  half  a  dozen. 

"This  circumstmce  aroused  tho  inn- 
keopor's  suspicion,  and  the  disordered 
clothes,  covered  with  mud.  dishevelled 
hair,  unkempt  bejird,  worn  and  melan- 
choly face,  heigbtoced  these  suspicions. 
Condoreet  observed  them,  and",  to  remove 
them,  drew  from  bis  pocket  a  handsome 
portfolio,  the  Invt  ve?tigo  of  his  past  splen- 
dor. A  member  of  tho  Revolutionary  Com- 
mittee was  seated  in  the  coffee  room  of  the 
inn.

New  PnocEss  Fon  the  MANvrACTUBE  of 
Steel.— An  experiment  says  the  Paris 
Presse,  of  a  most  interesting  cbamcter,  and 
having  the  highest  interest  for  tho  iron  in- 
dustry, has  taken  place  at  the  Marquise 
Stock-works,  in  presence  of  two  eminent 
persons  of  tho  Ecole  Centrale.  The  object 
of  this  experiment  was  to  make  steel  by  one 
operation,  a  problem  which  has  engaged  all 
metallurgists,  and  which,  if  solved,  would 
cause  an  industrial  revolution.  M.  Aristido 
Berard,  an  engineer  whose  name  is  familiar 
to  all  who  have  occupied  themselves  with 
this  question,  proposed  to  change  second- 
class  metal  in  course  of  refining  into  steel 
of  at  least  ordinary  quality,  by  mej\ns  of  a 

iirocess  alternately  oxydizing  and  reductive, 
■lis  efforts  have  been  crowned  with  suc- 
cess. The  product  obtained  by  his  process, 
iu  the  presonce  of  two  competent  judges, 
proved  to  be  steel  of  good  quality,  suitable 
for  all  purposes,  and  made  with  the  facility 
necessary  to  its  application  to  practical  in- 
dustry. Tho  operation  .was  effected  in  a 
revorbatory  furnace,  lasted  about  an  hour 
and  a  half  and  was  accomplished 
with  as  much  facility  as  puddling.  In  tWs 
process,  iustoad  of  acting  on  480  pound  of 
metal  to  obtain  iron  of  number  one  quali- 
ity,  from  6,600  to  11,111  pounds  of  metal  is 
made  by  only  one  operation  into  Bt«'cl  in- 
gots ready  for  tho  workshop,  and  with  an 
unexpected  ecouomy.  We  will  bo  mnoh 
deceived  if  this  invention  has  not  in  it  the 
gorm  of  a  conqileto  revolution  in  motal- 
largy-

Steak- 
ley and  Templeton  armed  themselves  for 
the  purpose,  and  wore  ou  the  liX)kout  for 
Carter.  They  overtook  him  em  last 
Wednesday  night,  at  Jim  Churk's  drink- 
ing shop,  in  Van  Burtn  county,  and 
about  three-quarters  of  a  niiie  be- 
yoml  Rook  Island,  at  the  forks  of  the  Ken- 
tucky aud  Sparta  load.  I  <  ndcrstaudiug  the 
situation,  they  concealed  tbcm.selves  near 
by,  when  Carter  soon  rode  tip;  and  just 
after  bo  bad  dismounted  (perhaps  he  bad- 
stepped  into  the  drinking-shop  lUid  b.ick 
again)  thev  fired  upon  him  with  double 
liarrelled  shot-guns.  Carter  fell  at  the  first 
firt\  and  fired  himself  three  shofK.  The 
concealed  men  then  rushed  upon  Carter, 
when  be  begged  them  to  delist  a«  he  was 
already  kiHe.l;  but  they  fired  uiK)n  him 
with  pistols,  swearing  he  should  not  escape 
this  time.  Ho  exclaimed  :  "Oh,  my  wile 
and  poor  children;  what  will  become  of 
thcmi'"  He  liven!  only  ten  or  fifteen  uiin- 
ntes.
